THE LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 

A Great Gnthering of Anglican Prelates 
From All Over the World. 

Lfj.NDDN, .June 30. — The Pan-Anglican, 
or as it is oflicially called the Lambeth 
conference, began to-day with a private 
devotional service in tbe chapel of Lam- 
beth Palace, the ofHcial residence of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. There are 
some two liiiiulrLHl pi-olateeof tlie various 
(rhuroliL's in comiimiiion with the Cliurch 
of ICnslaiid in attendance, including — 
Ijesidee the archbishops and bisliopa of 
the churches of iMigland, Wales, .Scot- 
huid and Irelantl and the Uritish Colon- 
ics ill all parts of thfi world — many rep- 
resentatives of the I'rotestuut Episcoinil 
church of the United .States. The actual 
work of the convocation will not begin 
until next iMonday, the intervening days 
beinir devoted to preparatory services 
and excursions to places memorable in 
the history of the Church of England. 

The Daily Uews, commenting editor- 
iall)- on the Lambeth conference, re- 
marks tliatithas a very delicate subject 
to deal with, and believes it is very un- 
likely that the American bishops wiH 
acKaowledge alleiriance to a 15ritish pri- 
mate, or that the colonial bialiops will 
give the Arctibiaho)> of Canterbury a 
power which they woiiKl rohc it if it 
were exercised by |i;irli;iiiient.

W.isiii.yGTO.s, June oO. — In the Senate 
to-ihty the consideration of (letacihetl 
paragraphs of the tariff bill passed over 
-was resumed. Seeds not otherwise pro- 
vided for were changed from 40 per cent, 
to 25 per cent, ad valorem. 

Coal was then taken up, Mr. Allison 
submitting changes making the duties 
on bituminous coal and all coal contain- 
ing loss than 92 per cent, fixed 
carbon and shale, 67 cents per 
ton of 28 bushels, 80 pounds to 
th* bushel; coal slack or cnlm- 
siicii as will jiass throui;h a half-inch 
screen, cents ])er ton; coke, '20 per 
tent, ad valoreiti. The Senate proviso 
was oiuiLtcd relating' to certain re(;ipro- 
cal rates on coal. The vote being taken 
the coal tariir as changed was agreed to 
by S2 to L' l .

MoNTRKAL, June 30,— (Special) —A 
London cable says : Much interest has 
been excited bv the fact, which has only 
now become known, that the Allan Line 
steamsliip company has ceased to be a 
private concern and was registered on 
June 1!), as a limited com|)any, with 
capital .1:050,000 in shares of XIO^iach 
to carry on general buaiuess us ship- 
owners. This was the course urged 
as essential when the Allans were tak- 
ing up the fast mail contract in order to 
free the line from the tranmiela which 
hitherto had been attached to it as a 
family concern. Its adoption now is ac 
cepted as an indication of their intention 
to contest every inch with the Petersons 
for supremacy in the St. Lawrence trade. 
They believe the Petersons must fail 
and they mean to be on the spot. This 
certainly (its in with the strong and even 
bitter representations wiiich the Allans 
have made to the Caiuuiian and Imperial 
jjovornments as to what they rejrard as 
their unfair treatment in the awarding 
of the fast service contract.

TRADE REVIEW. 

The Showing for the Past Six Months Com- 
pares Favorably With the Same 
Period Last Year. 

From a close investigation of the state 
of trade locally there can not be the 
slightest doubt but that the past six 
months show a decided improvement all 
round, and this is particularly the caje 
with wholesalers. The retail trade can 
safely be reported as on a much sounder 
basis than it was a year ago with every 
indication of its being able to hold its 
own. The trying' times which for the 
last few years have put the very best 
conditioned upon their mettle have had 
the ellect of weeding out most of the 
shakv ones, and now it is a matter ot 
braiiis and capital for those left 
in tlio Held to hold on to what 
they have and ride to fortune on the 
crest of the wave. Just at present re- 
tail trade is quiet, but the record for the 
past half year shows a much better statu 
of all'aira than the corresponding period 
of 1800. The general complaint as to 
tiie ilownesB of collections, however, 
will no doubt uoulinue for some time 
yet. 

In wholesale trade, every house in 
town which was interviewed in the 
matter yesterday had it to say that the 
results of operations for the lirBt half of 
1897 exhibited a marked increase in the 
turn over, Avhea compared with 
the' first half of the previous yei'i!',- 
and in some cases this increase 
was reported as being e.'cceodingly large. 
'i'ra<le with the Kootonays is credited 
with a largo portion of this enhanced 
ileniand, but the outlying settlements on 
the Island as well as the northern por- 
tions of the province have each contri- 
buted to this gratifying state of things. 

Wharf street houses are able to say 
that )>i spite of the falling of! this season 
in the trade caused by ontdttina of seal- 
ers for their annual cruises, the total 
amount of business Still shows 9- hand- 
some eurplus over what it was wliea the 
demands of the sealers were at their 
largest. 

The lack of rain has caused some com- 
plaint as to a probable shortage in the 
iiay and grain crops on the Island this 
year, but dealers in town say that the 
6lii,'ht drought will only all'ect crops on 
liigli lanils, which iii a matter of fact 
would really reciuiie irrigation in order 
to make sure of a heavy crop each 
year. 

Tlie Brackman i^c Ker Co. state tiiat 
according to reports received by them 
the crops throughout the districtR, 
particularly in the lower Mainland, give 
every iironiiee of being very heavy. 1 n 
the way of business in this line there 
will be little or nothing doing until the 
new crops begin to be marketed. 

No i)roniinent feature presents itself 
this week in general dry coods, nor in 
the wholesale K'roceries, but the volume 
of trade is well up to the average.

DOMINION DAY. 

Thirty years ngo to-day "the Uritish 
North America 'Act tool; efifeot and the 
Dominion of Canada came into eKis- 
tence. On that day the two provinces of 
old Canatla, witli Nova .Scotia and New 
Brunswick, united in a confederation. 
Since then the bonndarieBof the Domin- 
ion have been extended until now they 
embrace the greater lialf of the con- 
tinent, Looking back over tlie years 
which have elapsed, we think they may 
fairly be described as years of prepara- 
tion, and it may be said that ou chia, the 
thirtieth, anniversary of that notable 
event, Canada occupies a position be- 
fore the eyes of the world that is as full 
of promise for the future as the most 
patriotic citizen could wish. That the 
founders of the union anticipated greater 
progress than haa occurred may be ad- 
mitted; but we see now that they ecareely 
appreciated the magnitude of the work 
that bad to be done to weld the wide 
domain of Canada into something re- 
Bembling a nation. The work has been 
done, and, with some minor exceptions, 
haa been well done. Of the permanence 
of the Confederation there ia now no 
doubt; that Canada possesses poEsibili- 
tiea of material progress and wealth 
equal to the most eangaine espectations 
formed thirty years ago is now conceded 
by all. The eyes of the world are upon 
our country, and the verdict of all ob- 
servers is favorable. As a part of the 
glorious Empire, Canada occupies a aing- 
nlarly proud and conspicuous position. 
She has struck a keynote to which the 
whole vast realm has responded. Every- 
thing looks well for the future of the 
Dominion, and the prospect before it to- 
day completely demonstrates the wis- 
dom of the fathers of Confederation. 



THE MIGHTS OF 

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

"Oilier Canada ia willint? to tcive 
rcasonablo aid to leu'itimate nuhviiy 
projects in iiritish Columbia." .So Bays 
the Toronto Globe. For this much, 
thanks! We beg to remind the Globe 
that British Columbia does not ap- 
proach " Older Canada " in the attitude 
of a suppliant for favors. As the reso- 
lutions i)asaud at the public meeting held 
in tliia eily allirin, British Columbia de- 
mands Its a ri<;ht the expenditure of 
Butlicieiit money by the Federal 
government to secure the construc- 
tion of the railways necessary to develop 
lier great resources, and this demand is 
1).t8ed upon the fact that the Province 
lias since Confederation paid into the 
Federal treasury ^10,000, 1)00 more than 
liave been expended in it on Federal ac- 
count, and this surplus to the credit of 
the Province is being increased at the 
rate of over $1,000,000 a ybar. The pre- 
ambles to the resolutions might also 
have truthfully recited that every dollar 
invested by the Dominion in this Pro- 
vince in tlio promotion ot raiUvnys, for 
which aid is now .isked, would be prolit- 
ably invested ; that, is to say, the di- 
Tect receipts by the Federal treasury by 
reason of the increased consumption in 
the Province of dutiable and excisable 
goods would fur oouuterbalanco the out- 
lay for interest and 8inkin!» fund. 

Let us make a calculation on tlie as- 
Bumption that 1,000 miles of railway are 
immediately needed for the rapid devel- 
opment of the Province, and let it be 
supposed that the Federal government 
grants aid to this mileage at the rate of 
$S,000 a mile, Tliis would call for fS,- 
000,000, which at 4 per cent, for interest 
and sinking fund would take $320,- 
OJO a year. At the rate ut 
which British Columbia has con- 



tributed to the Federal revenue during 
the past half-dozen years and more, it 
would'requlre less , th^n 17,000 people to 
be added to the population to pay this 
amonnt. But the 1.000 milea proposed 
would provide for a road from the Coast 
to Kootenay, one from the Coast to Cari- 
boo and leave nearly 300 miles to bo con- 
stiucted into the Lardeau or some other 
promising country. Wo are willing to 
take the opinion of any member of the 
federal cabinet as to whether or not the 
construction of the railways mentioned 
would not, within Ave years, add twice 
17,000 people to the permanent popula- 
tion of Britiah Cohimbia. There are 
those who will tell you, and they are not 
visionaries by any means, that these 
railways would add ten times 17,000 peo- 
ple to the population of the Province in 
that length of time. 

\Ye are willing to base British Colum- 
bia's claim to Federal aid to the extent 
above mentioned upon the correctness of 
the following proposition, to be deter- 
mined by any three persona, one to be 
chosen by the Colonist, one 
by tlio Globe and one by the Fed- 
eral government: If the l-'ederal 
government will i;raiit aid forthwith 
or give such a pledge of aid forthwith, 
not to exceed .$8,000 per mile for the con- 
struction of 1,000 miles of railway in 
British Columbia, it is demonstrable 
beyond any reasonable doitb,. Uiul 
within eight years after the completion 
ot these railways, or in ten rears from 
this date, the ad(.litional[contribulionB ot 
British Columbia to the federal revenue, 
due to the increase of business and 
population resulting from such railways, 
would more than recoup to the federal 
government the whole principal and in- 
terest of such aid. 

It is because we feel satisfied that the 
above proposition is wholly true, that 
we have very little patience with those 
persons and those papers, who refer to 
r.iilway construction in British Colum- 
bia as though it were an eleemosynary 
proposition. We had hoped that the 
Globe had broadened its views on the 
matter of railway construction in this 
Province. When the Minister of Hail- 
ways went home last fall he told the 
people that in British Columbia lay the 
future of Canad.a, and the Globe and the 
other Liberal organs applauded this sen- 
timent, which was Ihe concentrated 
truth. Now another themo is the 
burden of the song of these papers. We 
are now told that the older i)ro- 
vincea will grant us reasonable 
aid. The Globe seems unable 
to rise for any length of time above 
the picayunishneBS of old Grittism. It 
would perhaps be impertinent to ask if 
the sudden cooling ofT on the part of our 
Toronto contemporary has anything 
more than a merely coincident relation 
with the granting of a subsidy to a line 
that will enable the Crow's Nest coal 
mines to market their product. The 
coincidence may, however, be noted for 
purposes of future consideration. *

MISREPRESENTATION 

CORRECTED. 

In his Rossland interA'iew Mr. D. W. 

Higgins is reported to have said that the 
government by the Cassiar railway bill 
had alienated 4,000,000 acres of mineral 
lands and reduced the miners of that 
district to the condition of serfs. Before 
referring to this, we have waited to see 
if Mr. Iliggins proposed to let it stand. 
As he has not corrected it, we presume 
he has not been misreported. Why Mr. 
Higgins should have made such a state- 
ment passes ordinary comprehension. 
There is certainly nothing in the act of 
tlie legislature on the sut)jec;t to -i^-arrant 
so preposterous a statement. The 
act says that the lands to be 
leased— and none of it is to be alienated 
except such blocks as may be »sed for 
town altes— shall not exofted 10,240 acres 
per mile and shall not in the whole ex- 
ceed 700,000 acres. Thus itappears that 
Mr. nij;giiis in putting the acreage at 
4,000,000 acres was only 3,300,000 .acres 
out of the way. He was quite as near to 
the truth, however, as he was when he 
stated that the act made the miners in 
Cassiar serfs. The opinion of prospectors 
is universally that the terms on which 
the company gets the lands is very 
reason a bio ao far as prospectors are 
concerned. 



We: think the action of the Senate in 
regard to the Intercolonial extension will 
merit public approval. To say this is 
not to condemn the arrangement pro 
l)OBed by the Minister of Railways, 
which may be all that ia claimed for it. 
Very ttood roapo'T^ can be given for the 
extension of the Intercolonial into Mon- 
treal, and the only debateable matter is 
the manner and terms by which it ia to 
bo brought about, lieforc ])arliament is 
called together again all ttiese points can 
be fully tested, and thei-e will ho an op- 
portunity of seeing bow the plan will 
work iu practice. There will likewise 
be a cbnnco for those who allege that 
there is anything crooked in the trans- 
action to show what is wrong, and for 
the charges to be refuted if they are 
false. It is better tor all concerned that 
there should be delay and investigation.

Hauy Cases Bearing Upon Contracts 
Eutereil luto Because of 
Mistake. 



The [ollowin;; is the text of the jucl.c- 
inent rendered by Chief Justice Davie in 
the case of FraiilcVickerilobhs v. Esciui- 
malt & Nanaimo Eaihvay Company : 

ThiB is a sait for epecifio perforilianue 
of a contract entered into by Mr. Trutch 
'as the land commieaioner of and acting 

< on behalf of the defendant company for 
the Bale to the plaintifi of certain lands 
of the company. The contract wag dated 

' 28th November, 1881), and took the form 
of a receipt Kigiied " John Triiteii, Lar>d 
Oommisaioner," acknowledj^inR pay- 
ment by Mr. Ifobbs of .$120, " beinjr a 
lirst payment on account of his parchaee 
from the K. & N. liy. Co. of 100 acres of 
laud in Brifjiit district at the price of $.3 
nil acre (describing the land) " the bnl- 
luico of t ie purcliaae money to be paid in 
three equal instalments of 75 cents an 
acre at the expiration of one, tvvo and 
three years from date with interest at 
the rate of C per cent, per annum." 

It ia not denied that the receipt, if 
otherwise binding, conatitutes, by virtue 
ot payment of the instalments (although 
nfter time) and the bringing of suit to 
enforce it, a mutual agreement for sale 
of the land (Sect. -170, Fry on Sp. Per 
formance and cases collected in Canada 
Times, lS!t l, ]). 8113), and that its 
prima facie ellect would be an express 
contract for sale ot the minerals and all 
defendants' interest in the land (Bower 
V. Cooper, 2 Hare -lOiS) " a c:i'lo nsipu 
ad centrum." t >n the 0th April, ISDL' 
the defendants' land commissioner, Mr. 
Gore, replying to plaintilT's letter asking 
the defendants to name a person to survey 
the land and to give certain information 
Jor the purpose of the survey, wrote the 
plaintill' intimating the company'd ap 
proval of Mr. Priest as surveyor and en- 
closing a tracing which described in red 
the plaintilT's land, as taken from tlie 
deacription furbished by the plaintill 
npon hia application to purchase. In 
June, 1893, and on 15th February, ISOo, 
the defendants' commiaaioner wrote 
plaintiff calling his attention to non- 
payment of instalments and interest and 
7f!f)ue3ting payment. Soon after th's the 
company discovered coal under or in the 
immediate vicinity of the land now in 
question, In Noveml)er, ISl'o the plain 
tiff applied to complete his purchase, but 
the then land commissioner, Mr. Solly, 
after conauiting with Mr. James Duns- 
mnir, the vice-president, claimed that 
the agreement was forfeited owing to the 
lapse ( f t me and the neglect of the 
plaiutiil'to pay any attention to the let- 
ters of June, 1893, and loth February, 
1895, demanding payment. Afterwards, 
however, the defendants concluded to 
allow plaintiff to complete his purchase, 
and on 2nd March, 1896, Mr. Solly wrote 
the plaintiff that he was instructed to 
inform the plaintiff " that the company 
are now prepared to issue a conveyance 
to you of the land you agreed to purchase 
ia Douglas district providing that within 
two months from diUo you have the 
land sarveyed and the notes sent in to 
this odice, and also pay uj) the overdue 
nharges on the same," amounting to 
^mO.OO, which included interest !fl29.G0, 
and title fee $10. The plaintill' accord- 
ingly had the land surveyeil l)y Mr. 
I'riest, the survey was accepted by the 

■ company on the 11th April, and the re- 
•juired moneys were duly paid within 
ine time mentioned in Mr. Solly's 
letter. There is a variation be- 
tween the deacription of the land in 
Mr. Trutch's receipt and as finally sur- 
veyed, the one being described as in 
Bright district, whereas the survey and 
the subsequent instructions of the de- 
fendants' commissioner place the land 

Ctly in Douglas and partly in Oran- 
ry districts. It would seem that the 
first deacription would locate the land 
■within timber limits already disposed of 
by the defendants. 1 lowever, there is 
110 dispute on the score of location, and 
1 think the variation is immaterial, 
plninlitr having from the lirst located on 
Ihe land now in ijuestion and having 
jmiit a cabin there and made some other 
trifling improvements. Tlie only ques- 
tion now raised is as to the coal and 
p.iinerals under the land : facilities for 
i;-.ctracting them, and the cutting of tim- 
l>er for railway purposes. The defend- 
ants have tendered Mr. I-loblis a convey- 
ance which reserves the mineral and 
other privileges, and this conveyance 
the plaintilT has refused to accept. Tlie 
defendants say that they had no inten- 
tion of parting with the minerals or of 
conveying anything lieyond bare surface 
rights, and, moreover, that Mr. Trutch 
liad no authority to sell land except sub- 
jt;ct to the rueervatioriB of their neual 
printed form of conveyance, which svas 
the form teiiiiered to the plaintill' in 
tins case, and that a contract for any- 
thing else jiroceeded wholly upon mis- 
take. 

'The court will not assist a plaintiff in 
taking advantage of the plain mistake of 
another, and as the mintako cannot bo 
establislied without evidence, a defend- 
ant is permitted in a suit for specilic pcr- 
iormance to support his defence by evi- 
dence dehors the agreement: Chinnock 
V. Marchioness of Ely — 1 De G., J. <& S., 
KfJ. This at once disposes of the 
objection of the plaintilPs coun- 
sel against evidence of what is 
Jorraed the indoor management of the 
«rompany. In Mauser v. Black, (5 Hare, 
4 13, premises were advertised to be sold 
according to certain jirinted particulars 
and conditions of sale. Just before the 
sale took place tlie vendor determined to 
leaerve a right of way to other promises, 
and eo uotilied the auctioneer by hand- 
ing him a cojiy of the printed condi- 
tions, altered so as to make tlie reserva- 
tion. In selling, the auctioneer read the 
altered conditions, but the jiarty who 
became the purchaser did not hear, or 
observe, the alteration, nor had he ob- 
. served any of the atiTended particulars, 
some of which were distributed in the 
auction room. The purchaser and the 
auctioneer (the latter inadvertently) 
signed the contract for sale, minus the 
Teservations; the pnrchiised money 
WM9 paid and possession given. The 
piirchaHer having brought suit for speci- 
fic pi-rlorinance of the contract witliout 
n-i^iTvation of the right of way, the bill 
wHt) dismissed on the ground that the 
uiiclioneer'H authority to sell w'ithout 
leservatiou had been revoked, auJ 



that it was compoteut for the defendant 
to insist on such revocation, and to ad- 
duce parold evidence of such revocation, 
although uncommnnicated to the plftin- 
tilf. Barnard v. Cave, 2(3 Beaven, 263, 
was the case of an agreement between a 
brewer and a publican for a 1-1 years' 
lease, nothing being said about taking the 
brewer's beer, or that it was to be what 
is termed a " brewer's lease," yet the 
court being satisfied of the brewer's in- 
tention to grantonlya " brewer's lease," 
refused specific performance except on 
terms of a covenant to take the defend- 
ant's beer. In Helshaw v. Langley, 1 
Y. & 0., on a bill for the specific per- 
formance of an agreement by which 
A, as agent for B, contraeted to 
let C a piece of ground for 
a terra of years at a yearly t6nt, it ap- 
pearing from tho evidence that B. in- 
tended to let the ground for the build- 
ing of houses of a particular class, and 
that in authorizing A. to act as agent in 
the letting of tho ground he had told 
him the purpose for which it was to be 
let, it was hold by vice-Chancellor Shad- 
well, that as the agreement did not con- 
tain any reference to building nor any 
covenant to build, it was not, under the 
circumstances, such an agreement as 
ought to bo performed. It becomes 
necessary, therefore, to inquire into the 
facts connected with tho defendants' 
real intention resjiecting sales of their 
property, and as to Jlr. Trutch's au- 
thority "as land agent with reference 
thereto. It appears that the late Kobert 
Dunsmuir owned and operated exten- 
sive collieries in the neighboring dis- 
trict of the land now in question. So 
as to shut out opiiosition and the open- 
ing of competing mines be contracted 
with the Dominion government to buUd 
and operate a railjvay from Wellington 
to Victoria in consideration, among 
other things, of an extensive grant of 
publii! land expressly including all coal 
and base minerals tliercunder, and com- 
prising the present land and all crown 
land within many nlilos of his collieries. 
He formed the defendant company, 
taking himself one-half of the capital 
stock thereof, and so arranging affairs 
with the other shareholders as to retain, 
biniself, a controlling interest upon the 
directorate. I'nder the terms of the 
government grant, bona tide squatters 
were entitled, subject to certain liniita- 
tions, notwithstanding the company's 
grant, to a conveyance ot tho freehold of 
tlie surface rights of the squatted land 
to the extent of 100 acres to each squat- 
ter at the rate of one dollar an acre, and 
it was also provided that the land 
to be conveyed to the company 
should, except as to coat and other min- 
erals, and alio except as to timber lands 
as thereinafter mentioned be open for 
four years to actual settlers for agricul- 
tural purposes at the same rate of one 
dollar an acre to each actual settler, and 
that in any grants to settlers, the right 
to cut timber for railway purjioses, etc., 
should bo reserved. Apart from tlie 
agreement now in question the company 
have only once made any sale of mineral 
rights, and that was to Mr. Dunsmuir 
himself, who paid the company there- 
for at the rate of $100 per acre. The 
transaction with tlie plaintiff was after 
expiration of the four years limited for 
the incoming of settlers, and after the 
death of Mr. Dunsmuir, whose duties as 
president of the company devolved upon 
Ills son Mr. James Dunsmuir, who bo- 
came vice-president of the coinpany. 
The evidence ia clear and uncontradicted 
that Mr. Trutch's duties as commis- 
sioner were limited to tho disposal of 
surface rights according to the printed 
form of conveyance in use by the com- 
pany, which has never been deviated 
from, and both Mr. Trutch and Mr. 
Dunsmuir swore that there was no idea 
in the plaintiff's case of parting with 
anything excei)t surface rights. Tho 
company's upset price after the expir- 
ation of the four years was three dollars 
an acre, and grants were always made 
ca the company'H forms. There was 
clearly, then, a mistake on the part of 
Mr. Trutch, iu entering into an auree- 
ment the legal effect of which is so 
startlingly at variance with his inalruc- 
tiona. In this connection tho question 
of ratification becomes quite immaterial. 
In ratifying Mr. Trutch's contract, which 
the company undoubtedly did (and it 
must be remembered that their ratifica- 
tion related back to the date of the 
original contract : see Bolton Partners v. 
Lambert, L.B. -il, C.H.D, 205, followed 
"In re Portugese Con. Copper Mine 
Ltd., 45 L. K., ch. D. 10), they fell into 
the same mistake as to its legal effect 
wliich Trutch did in making it. The 
ratilication can aland on no higher 
ground than the contract, and having 
occurred under palpaole mistake neither 
ia to be enforced by action for specilic 
performance, although such mistake is 
unconnected with the conduct of the 
party seeking to enforce the contract and 
proceeds entirely npon the misconcep- 
tion of the party against whom the con- 
tract is sought to be enforced: Mason v. 
Armitage, 13 Vea. 25; Day v. Mills, ;w 
Beav. 224, and Fry on Sp. Performance, 
sect. 752, where the law is thus laid 
down: "Mistake may be of such a 
character as in the view of a jiurely 
comiuoii law court to avoid the contract 
on the ;^;Tonn(l of want of consent, or of 
the total failure of consideration. J5ut 
eijuity does not confine the defence of 
inistake to these cases, The priiiciiile 
upon which it proceeds ia thia, that 
there imidt be a contract legally binding, 
but that is not enough ; that to entitle 
the plaintiff to more than his common 
law remedy the contract must be more 
than merely legal; it must not be hard 
or unconscionable, it must be free from 
fraud, from surprise and from mistake, 
for where there is mistake there ia not 
that consent which is essential to a con- 
tract in equity non videntur qui errant 
conacntire." It was urged during the ar- 
gument that tlie mistake was one of law- 
only, and that although siiecilic per- 
formance is excused where a mistake of 
fact has arisen, yet everyone iH\)resumed 
to know the law and a mistake of law 
will not excuse ; but this contention is, 
I think, fallacious. In Cooper vs. 
Phippa, L. R. 2, II. L. 170, Lord IVest- 
bury says: " It is said ' Ijimrantia juris 
baud excusat,' " but in that the word 
jus " is used in the sense 
of denoting general law, the or- 
linary law of tho country. 
But when the word 'jua' ia used in 
the sense of denoting a private right 
that maxim has no application," and in 
Earl- Beauchamp v. Winn, L. li. II. L. 
234, Lord Chelmsford says: "The rule 
ignorantia, etc. , applies where the alleged 
ignorance is that of a well known ruleof 
law, but not where it is that of a matter 
of Jaw arising upon the doubtful con- 
struction of a grant." There are many 
lei's to be foiind in which eciuity upon n 
mere mistake of law, without tho ad- 
mixture of other circumstances, liasgiv- 
n relief to a party who has dealt with 
his property uudbr tae influence of sucti j 



a mistake. As I am of opinion that spe- 
cilic perforiiianco in thia case inuat be 
refused on the groiuid of mistake, I do 
u)t propose to consider the defendant's 
oDjeelion that the plaintiff ia disentitled 
by reason of his laches, further than to 
say that such laches have probably been 
condoned by the defenilants lu receiving 
the delinquent instalments and permit- 
ting the phiintilf to complete. In Bloom- 
er v. Spittle, L. It. 18, Eq. -127, a case 
floinewhat the converee of this, tho de- 
fendant bad, iu a conveyauco which 
should have been of the fee simple, re- 
served to himself the minerals. The 
miatake was that of the plaintiff's soli- 
citor and was not discovered for several 
years, and the defendant denied the 
mistake, jbut;died before the hearing. 
Under tbe' circumstances Lord Rcimily, 
M. E., held that there had heen a com- 
mon mistake, but thought that he ought 
not (•"mpnlaorlly to alter the deed and 
so force upon the defendant an instru- 
ment lie had never executed. He there- 
fore gave the defendant the option of 
rectifying tlie deed or of having the 
whole transaction set aside, and in the 
latter case the defendants would have to 
repay the pmcbuBO money with iuterest. 
Plaintill' fixed with an occupation rent, 
and there was an ini|uiry as to the 
nmouut iilaintilf was entitled to 
in respect of renaira and lasting 
iinprovements. A decree somewhat of 
this kind is wh.at I think will meet the 
justice of this ease. The plaintiff ia en- 
titled to dam ages if tho contract ia set 
aside, for although the mistake shields 
thedefendantsfrom s))ecillc performance, 
it does not in anyway d iaturb the validi ty 
of the contract nor its ratilication by the 
defendant company which I think the 
evidence abundantly establishes. Be- 
fore the judicature practice this suit 
would havo been diamiaaed without 
prejudice to the plaintilT's proceedings 
at law for recovery of damages. Now it 
is the duty of tho court to disiiose of the 
whole (luesliim at once. In I'ampljn v. 
.lames, Ij.R. 15, Ch. D., 215, James, f- 
.1., remark*, concurring willi Brett, L 
J. " f nm also of opinion that where an 
action is broiinlit for spnci tic [lerfornuince 
and aiiociliu performance ia refused on 
the golf grimiid ot mistake liy the tle- 
feiidaiitJ, tho court <iuii;bt to give the 
same daiunfjca as would uiiiier the old 
practice have been given in au action at 
law." Tlie measure of those daiiiagea is 
that adopted by tho M. li. in Bloomer v. 
Spittle, which complies with tlie rule 
laid down in Howe v. School Board of 
London, L.R. 30, Oh. D, C22, that where 
no fiaud or bad faith is attributable the 
plaintifi' can only recover whatever 
money has been paid by him with in- 
terest and expellees, and nothing in 
damages for the loaa of his bargain ; Bain 
V, FotheigiU, L.R. 7, H.L. 158. The 
plaintiff baa himself committed no act 
liisentitling him to damages as in Hip- 
grave V. Caiic, L.R. 2.S, Uh. D. ;i58, nor 
ia this a case where tho c:oiitraet has be- 
come incapable of spocilic performance 
aa in Lavery v. Percell, LAI. 9'.l, Ch. D, 
508, or iuii)().*aible of perform mice as in 
Ferguson v. Wilson, L.Ii. 2, Ch. D, App. 
77. The plaintiff ewears that at the 
time of entering into tho agroeraent tie 
belioveil and had no reason for diabeliev- 
iug that the minerals passed. I am not 
quite sure what wouldliavebeenthe effect 
if this bad been otherwise: see Cato v, 
Thompson, L. R, 9, Q. B,D. 010, but 
compare Barnard v. Cave, 30 Beav. 26.'J, 
The only expenses in this case would 
seem to be the costs of the bnildings 
erected by the plaintilT and costs of sur- 
veying the land. Decree therefore : Give 
plaintiff the option of acceptin);- the cou- 
veyance tendered, in which case the afc- 
tioii will be dismissed without coats, fol- 
lowing the remark of Lord Itomily in 
Day V. Wells, 30 Beav., 224, " I should 
cot think of giving costs in a case where 
the mistake has been produced by the 
defendant," or at option of plaintiff 
award damages for breach of contract, 
i.e., return of moneys paid with per 
cent, intereat from respective dates of 
j)ayment, also compensation fcr his ex- 
penses, which will include hia own time 
and labor upon the cabins and other im- 
provements and in the survey. Let an 
inquiry as to these amounts be held by 
the registrar, or if so desired I will fix 
them. For the same reason as in Day v. 
Wells, there will be no costs to either 
party np to and including the hearing. 
Further costs will be reserved.

Discoveries of au luterestiug and 
Valuable Nature in the 
Keremeoa District. 



Island Properties Thriving^— An- 
other Rossland Shipper— Great 
• Mine of the Slocan. 



Kereineoa appears to be attracting a 
great deal of attention during the past 
few weeks. Every day aees parties of 
prospectors passing through Fairview 
camp, and many of the I'airview men are 
among tho lucky owners of claims which 
will certainly bo worth large suma of 
money in the near future. Olallie creek 
has made sTpood ahowing, Aasays run 
from $51 to over $1,000. One ledge is 
over 85 feet wide, and assays give nearly 
as many dollars per ton as feet in width. 

A peculiar feature of this new camp is 
the absence of any "float," the ledges 
being covered by a congloinorated sili- 
cate, greyish-blue in appearance, and 
about four inches deep. The rush was 
started by a discovery by tho side of the 
main wagon road from Penticton to 
Iveromeoa. The Elkhorn claim was 
located in February last for W. 
A. Dier and Stove Mangot by 
" Dan Kootenay," a famous pro- 
spector. Tho ore shows copper and 
iron in sulphureta, and is distributed 
over 180 feet of a ledge.

Thia letige runs through Dier and 
Mangot's "Great Eastern" claim, also 
lociited by "Dan Kootenay." 

MIKES OF THIS ISLAND,

The shaft ia 
now down 20 feet, running on a strong 
incline, and the ore fio far raised is from 
a body five or six feet wide. It ia a 
clean solid sulphide, carrying a good 
deal of copper iu places.
